MEMORIAL WINDOWS FOR 
CORK CHURCH 


Two interesting pieces of stained glass are 
on exhibition at an ‘ar Gloine, 44 Upper 
Vembroke street, Vublm. They are Jong 
lancet windows, whic will soon be erected 
in Ballymoney Chui. , Ballimeen, Co. Cork, 
in meniory of Mrs. smily Anna Robinson, 
mother of Mr. Lennox Kobinson, of the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin. The donor is Mrs, Dorman, 
daughter of the late Mrs. Robinson. Her gift 
m memory of her mother completes a 
memorial designed by Miss K. O’Brien for 
the east window of Ballymoney Church. 
These stained glasses are companion side 
windows to a large central window placed in 
the church some time ago by the children of 
the Rev. A. ©. Robmson and Mrs. Robinson 
“To the glory of God and in grateful 
memory of our father, Andrew Craig Robin- 
son, rector of this parish for 22 years. Died 
December 30, 1922. And also of our gallant 
brother, Richard Arthur Wynne Robinson, 
Sub-Lieutenant, Royal Navy Division, killed 
Tn action at Albers Somme, February, 1917.” 

The subjects of all three windows are from 
“ The —e Progress,” and in the two 
new windows now on view the artist has 
pictured the passing of Mr. Stand-fast and of

has well composed the scenes with the three 
principal figures in rich colours which 
harmonise in the general design. The right- 
hand. window, Christiana, is seen passing 
through somewhat rough water. Mr. Great- 
heart and Mr. Valiant-for-Truth stand nearby 
playing on cymbals and the harp. Christiana’s 
words are written close to her feet, ‘‘I come, 
Lord, to be with Thee ‘and to bless Thee.”’

WHAT IS A BONA FIDE 
TRAVELLER?

IMPORTANT DECISION 
IN SLIGO CASE

(BEFORE MR, 4USTICE HANNA.) 


Reserved j t was delivered in the 
case of the A -General v. Bruen, in 
which a, question wag raised on the law 
applicable to bon@ travellers under the 
Intoxicating Liquor Act, 1927. 

The matter arose on a case stated by 
District Justice Flattery, who had dismissed 
summonses against mond J. Bruen, 
publican, Rosses Point, Sligo. for alleged 
offences under the Act. Shortly after mid- 
night of Sunday, August 18 last, over thirty 
men who had come from Sligo town, over 

miles distant, were admitted to Mr. 

Bruen’s licensed ises, and it was sub- 

mitted for tbe tion that the main 

object of the men in visiting Rosses Point 

was to obtain drink, and that, therefore, 
hí Ae not bona fide travellers. 

District Justice found, on the facts, 

that the men had visited Rosses Point in 

itimate amusement—namely, 

ere bona fide travellers, and 

the summonses on 


been no decision governing them. 
PASS-OUT CHECKS 


The defendant, he said, was owner of a 
seven-day licensed premises at Rosses Point, 
County Sligo, and public dances were held by 
him in a hall which formed part of his 
licensed premises, but was structurally 
separated fram the bar. These dances were 
patronised largely by residents of Sligo town, 
over five miles distant, and a special ‘bus ran 
for the convenience of persons attending those 
dances. On the night of Sunday, August 18, 
1935, when a dance from 9 o'clock until 2 
a.m. was in progress, an Inspector of the 
Garda Siochana visited the defendant’s hall, 
and at five minutes. past twelve he saw over 
thirty men leaving the hall. As they eft 
they were handed pass-out checks. They went 
past the defendant’s bar and were admitted 
through a side door. The pass-out checks 
were shown to the defendant by those men 
as they passed through the side door, 


MIXED LAW AND FACT 


The determination of the question whether 
a person was a bona fide traveller or not 
must, said Mr, Justice Hanna, always be an 
inference, partly of law and partly of fact, 
drawn from the facts found by the Justice. 
In some cases this inference must depend 
upon a pure question of fact—for example, 
where travelling and bona fides were proved 
or admitted the only question was where, as 
a matter of fact, the traveller lodged the 
previous night. But, in his opinicn, the final 
conclusion was a mixed question of law and 
fact, as it was in this case. 

On the question of bona fdes, in his view 
the object of the journey was immaterial 
unless the Court was satisfied that the object 
was to get drink, which, of course, proved, 
and always had been accepted as proof, that 
a person was nat a bona kde traveller within 
the Act. A thirsty soul who set out on a 
Sunday to get drink might be a traveller, 
but he is not dona fide. A gentleman burglar, 
like Raffles, might start a journey of fifty 
miles to raid the silver of a country house, 
but his object would not disentitle him to 
refreshment en route. He was, other con- 
ditions being satisfied, as far as the licensing 
laws were concerned, genuinely travelling. 
Smugglers on a midnight journey were 
genuinely travelling, notwithstanding their 
illegal purpose, and were entiled to claim the 
privilege of bona fide travellers. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS 


“The conditions of night-life in our 
country, continued Mr. J astice Hanna, 
‘have changed greatly with the facilities of 
"bus and motor car transport, and with the 
various forms of amusement provided for 
people at more than the required distance 
from their homes, if evades in miles, but 
almost at their doors when measured 
by the length of time taken to arrive at the 
scene oe i easure. As there was in 1909, 
as poin out by Mr. Justice Madden, a 
misconception as to this law of bona fide 
traveller, so, in my opinion, there is still a 
misconception readjusted to present condi- 
tions.”’ 

All the dgcisions, said Mr. Jus- 
tice Hanna, supported the view that he had 
expressed — that the rson supplied 
with the liquor must, in the first instance, 
be a traveller as that term was ordinarily un- 
derstood, and the question nee in all 
the decisions was the original object of travel- 
ling. Was it to get drink or was it busi- 
ness, pleasure or amusement’ It was the 
diverse decisions on this point which had 
caused the misconception of the law. All 
the decisions established that, in addition to 
the statutory territorial limitation, there 
must be considered, as separate elements. 
the travelling and the bona fides. 


D.J. WRONG 


In the present case the District Justice 
misdirected himself in law in taking “ bona 
fide traveller’’ as one consolidated phrase, and 
in applying as the sole test the object of the 
parties’ visit to Rosses Point, irrespective of 
the other matters in the case. The travel- 
ling could not be considered as one con- 
tinuous journey from Sligo and back again, 
as it was not so in fact. Having regard to 
the substantial interval, the travelling re- 
solved itself into two journeys—the one to 
Rosses Point and the other the return 
journey—in respect of each of which the 
privilege of the Act applied, but not to the 
interval of several hours spent at the dance. 
Wants of thirsty or fatigued dancers whe 
required intoxicating liquor during prohibited 
hours could be met under the appropriate 
statutory conditions only by special exemp 
tion orders or occasional licences. 

Even on the assumption that the persons 
had lodged more than three miles from 
Rosses Point on the previous night, and that 
they intended, after the dance was over, to 
return to Sligo, they were not travellers 
within the meaning of the Act and entitled to 
the benefit of the statutory privilege at the 
time when the drink was sold to them. The 
only representation made by the men to the 
publican that they were bona fide travellers 
was the presentation of the pass-out checks 
from the dance; but that was wholly inade- 
quate, as a pass-out check was capable of 
being transferred to a person other than a 
bona fide traveller.

CAR EXAMINED 


Mr. Toner, said Counsel, reported the 
appearance of the first car to the Guards, 
who, after investigation, were able to limit 
the number of cars of that description. The 
following day the Guards visited the home 
of the accused man, where they examined his 
car. It bore some very significant marks. 
The left front wing lamp was broken, and 
there were several fresh marks on the left 
mudgards. On the morning after the occur-

The car itself was in a 
dangerous condition, the steering being loose, 
ihe horn loose, and the efficiency of the 
brakes only thirty-six per cent. 

James Reynolds bore out Counsel’s state- 
ment, and added that he did not see the 
car that struck him, but knew it came from 
behind, because the road in front at the 
time was clear. As a result of the occurrence 
he sustained head injuries, his shoulder was 
knocked out and a bone in his leg broken. 
He was more than six weeks in hospital. 
There was a lamp lighting on the front of 
the bicycle, but there was no rere reflector. 

In cross-examination witness said that he 
was sure that it was the bicycle that was 
struck and not himself. 

John Toner gave evidence of driving along 
the Stillorgan road on the 19th October, 
when he heard a crash in front.

two men on the side of the road. He saw 
a motor car further on and blew his horn 
to attract the driver's attention.

Giving evidence “for the . defence, » John 
White, the accused man, said that he read 
of the accident m the papers on Sunday 
morning, 20th October. e called to the 
Civic ade Station at, Whitehall about, 2.30 
on the Sunday, as he heard the Guards had 
been inquiring for him. The Guards at that 
station knew nothing about the matter. 
Guard Golden later came to see him, and 
he was taken to Donnybrook station, where 
he was charged, and allowed out on bail. His 
ear did not collide with anyone on the night 
in question. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, the ac- 
cused man said that nobody drove the car 
on the 19th October but himself. He had no 
wing lamp on the left-hand side of the car. 
There had been no left wing lamp for about a 
year and nine months: it had been knocked 
off by a bush or a stone projecting from a 
wall, and he did not bother to replace it, as 
he never used a side lamp. He left Gorey on 
the night in question about 7.15, arriving at 
the Glen Tavern about 8.45 or 9 p.m. He 
had some tea and two drinks, and left about 
9.15 or 9.30, reaching home about 11 p.m. He 
did not regard the brakes and steering as 
being dangerous.

F rogs 


Among the many signs that Winter has 
gone and Spring is in the ascendant to be 
observed in the countrv just now are the 

reat masses of frog-spawn in pools and 
ditches everywhere. While looking at 
some of these jelly-like lumps the other 
day, I could not help thinking what a 
mercy it is that the tadpole has so many 
enemics. When we consider that each 
frog lays from one to two thousand eggs 
at a time, it is obvious that the country- 
side would soon contain nothing else if 
all of them survived. The eggs take about 
four weeks to hatch out, and it is while 
the tadpoles are little black creatures, all 
head and a tiny tail, that they suffer most 
casualtics. When the four legs appear, 
and the tail is drawn into the body, the 
young frog is an _ interesting sight. 
Usually his first movement is to leap on 
to the leaf of a water-plant, and remain 
there until a fly comes near enough to be 
snapped up by his long tongue. It is 
fortanate for him that he is one of the 
few creatures to be born educated. since 
he has no parent to show him how to get 
food or how to evade his numerous 
enemies. Althouch in France the hind 
legs of the Rana esculenta are much prized 
by epicures, the main use of the frog to 
humanity lies in the fact that he furnishes 
an excellent vertebrate specimen to the 
comparative anatomist and physiologist, 
owing to the resemblance which exists 
between the various stages of his life 
development and the corresponding -de- 
grees in the evolution of the race. 


Cunningham Grahame 


The London Federation, a friend tells 
me, was not the name of the body which 
organised the Trafalgar square free speech 
demonstration for which the late R. B. 
Cunningham Grahame was imprisoned, as 
so many of the obituary notices at the 
week-end have stated. The body in ques- 
tion was the Social! - Democratic Federa- 
tion, which had been established a few 
years earlier by H. M. Hyndman. It 
was only one of the groups which com- 
bined to organise the demonstration. 
Among them were several Radical and 
Irish clubs, and the Socialist League, 
which William Morris and his friends had 
established when they seceded from the 
S.D.F. Hyndman, Morris, Grahame and 
other Socialist and Radical spokesmen 
were members of London branches of the 
Irish Land League at the time. It was 
his experiences at this proclaimed meet- 
ing on “ Bloody Sunday.”’ as it was 
called, that convinced William Morris 
that in the then existing circumstances 
there could be no hope of a successful 
revolutionary rising of the populace 
against the police and the military. One 
of the demonstrators, a young man named 
Linnell, was so badly injured im the 
mélée that he died, and Morris wrote a 
poem as a death lament for him, and 
spoke at his funeral Service. 

Cunningham Grahame showed his 
interest in Ireland and in Irish affairs in 
more ways than one, and many stories are 
told of his connection with this country 
and with Irishmen. He was very generous 
in contributing articles and sketches te 
struggling journals advocating any of the 
many causes which he had at heart. One 
of these was a short-lived evening paper 
established in Belfast by, I think, a well- 


article arrived the printers, who, of course, 
are supposed to be able to decipher any- 
thing, couldn't read it. Having seen a 
specimen of his writing, I can well believe 
it. On another occasion he wrote a sketch 
to illustrate the ravages that would follow 
the introduction of modern industrialism 
into a lovely and peaceful Irish country- 
side under the influence of the [Irish 
industrial revival. A Belfastman, Mr. 
William Orr, who has now made a con- 
siderable fortune through an ingenious 
invention, printed this on a small hand 
press of his own and circulated it amongst 
Gaelic Leaguers and Sinn Femers. With 
magnificent figure and face, Grahame’s 
liking for immaculately tailored and 
fashionable dress often provoked satire 
of his friends. .On one occasion he met his 
friend George Bernard Shaw, walking with 
his mother, and paused for a moment to 
speak to the Irishman. Resuming. his 
walk, Shaw, in answer to Mrs. Shaw s 
inquéry, explained that the splendid vision 
in Bond street’s best was Cunningham 
Grahame, whose name was then on every- 
body’s lips. “Oh!” exclaimed Mra. 
Shaw, ‘‘ but Cunningham Grahame is a 
Socialist, while that is obviously a gentle- 
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man : 


Al Legend of Killarney 


A recent mention in the Diary of the 
new. Irish film, ‘‘ The Dawn,’’ which is 
being “ shot” at Killarney has prompted 
a. correspondent to remind me of the 
ancient legend concerning the origin of 
the famous Lakes. 

According to tradition, the Lakes of 
Killarney cover what was once a fertile 
valley, wherein the people were rich in 
cornfields and cattle. To this valley there 
came one day a knight from afar to fall 
in love with the fair daughter of a man 
of the place. The knight was warmly re- 
ceived by the lady’s parents, and, having 
pleaded his cause with success, went to 
the fairy well close by where his sweet- 
heart was drawing water. Her pitcher 
half-filled, she turned to meet him, and in 
her joy at seeing him left her task un- 
finished. 

Now, the fairy well, in common with 
other fairy wells, had a peculiarity. If 
anyone neglected to replace the smooth 
stone flag that covered it, the water would 
burst forth in a mighty torrent that 
nothing could stem. The maiden knew 
this. as did all the valley folk, but in her 
excitement at meeting her lover she forgot 
all about it and left the well uncovered. 
When she realised her carelessness it was 
too late The well was already bubbling 
up like a fountain, and round it stretched 
a great sheet of water which increased in 
size.every moment. She herself would 
have been drowned, as she stood rooted to 
the ground with horror, had not the knight 
seized her in his arms and carried her to 
safety. The inhabitants, the legend goes, 
had barely time to leave their houses and 
rush up the mountainside before the water 
covered the whole valley. It is not related 
what became of the maiden who by her 
negligence thus destroyed a prosperous 
community, but gave to Killarney the 
Lakes whose beauty is world-famed. 


& nglish Films 


The technique of English films has 
greatly improved in the last few years, 
but they still suffer from a serious 
disability which is definitely not shown 
by American or Continental films. It is 
that the younger English actors seem all 
to be of an emasculated type which can 
never be convincing to an audience or, 
especially, to the connoisseur of good 
acting. If the defect is not remedied it 
will prevent English films from ever rising 
to the same level as Continental or 
American ones. I have recently seen two 
otherwise fairly good films which were 
spoiled by emasculated actors in leading 
parts. A very well-known English actor 
(not of the type to which I refer) com- 
mented not long ago on the paucity of 
good young actors in English films, saying 
that there was abundance of opportunity 
for new talent, but that the virile young 
fellows who were badly wanted ‘‘ could 
not be got to touch acting with a forty 
foot pole’’ (or words to that effect). The 
trouble may be connerted with the present 
parious condition of the English stage, 
and it may be that English films will not 
do any better in the male department until 


they cease to recruit from the stage, or 
perhaps English young men are deficient 
in that sensibility which is indispensable 
to an artist.

The Charm of Peebles 


There is an informality and lack of 
ceremony about international hockey 
matches that comes as a delightful relief 
after the tumult and shouting of big 
Rugby and Association matches. The 
match between Scotland and Ireland last 
Saturday at Peebles took place in sur- 
roundings which couki not be surpassed 
for natural beauty. The ground was in 
a hollow, surrounded by heavily-wooded 
mountains and overlooked by the big 
hydropathic hotel, perched on a_ hill, 
which attracts visitors from all parts of 
Great Britain, and where both teams were 
staying. The teams went down to the 
ground from the hotel by a flight of steep 
steps and across a picturesque bridge over 
the River Tweed. On a lovely sunny day 
the only thing that brought to mind the 
importance of the occasion was the pipers’ 
band marching up and down the ground. 


A Scottish All-rounder 


An all-round games-player of T. G. 
McVeagh’s standard was included on the 
Scottish hockey team last Saturday. He 
is C. P. Hamilton, a lieutenant in the 
Royal Artillery, who played a splendid 
game at outside-right on his first appear- 
ance for his native country. He is one of 
the greatest squash rackets players in the 
world, winning the amateur championship 
last winter—in the absence, of course, of 
Amr Bey—without losing a single game, 
a feat emulated only by the famous 
Egyptian, In the last competition 
Hamilton reached the semi-final, and I 
saw him go down to E. Snell after one of 
the most gruelling matches ever played, 
lasting seventy-five minutes. Ireland has 
cause to remember Hamilton’s skill at 
cricket also, for he knocked up 155 for 
the M.C.C. against the Gentlemen of 
Ireland in the second innings at Lord’s 
last summer and very nearly deprived us 
of victory. He informed me that he might 
be a member of the M.C.C. team to visit 
Dublin next August. 


Golfing Star 


The performances of W. F. Ellis in the 
recent Oxford and Cambridge golf match 
must be of considerable interest to the 
Irish selectors, and the young Newcastle 
(Co. Down) player should be. in line for 
international honours in the near future. 
He gained two very impressive victories 
for Cambridge, winning his foursomes 
with Tait, a Scot, by 5 and 4, and 
his singles match by 6 and 4, producing 
excellent golf each time. His first really 
notable performance was at Portrush last 
year in the Irish Oyen Amateur 
Championship, when he caused a big 
surprise by beating the international, 
J. C. Brown, of Waterford, in the third 
round; but he went out himself in the 
afternoon to H. G. Bentley, the Walker 
Cup player. Small and slightly built, he 
has a good style, and the match-play ex- 
perience he is gaining in England should 
be invaluable to him. His sister, Miss 
Betty Ellis, was runner-up to Miss D.

Super-Snooker 


Every one who plays billiards knows 
that the gulf between the standard of 
professional and amateur play is one that 
can never be bridged, bt the vast 
difference between the varivus classes of 
snooker players is a fact that rather 
surprises me. The charm about snooker 
is that anyone with a reasonably good eye 
can quickly become sufficiently proficient 
to enjoy their game, whereas progress at 
billiards is quite impossible without 
tedious practice. Easily the outstanding 
amateur snooker player in this country is 
Seumas Fenning—in fact, he could quite 
gap beat any other amateur in Great 

ritain; yet it is unlikely that he would 
win one game in ten off Clare O'Donnell, 
the Canadian, who gave several exhibitions 
of his skill in Dublin a few weeks ago. 
Some of O’Donnell’s potting was so 
extraordinary that I could hardly believe 
the evidence of my own eyes. He met 
Sydney Lee, the former amateur champion, 
in the first round of the World’s Profes- 
sional Snooker Championship, and only 
won by a margin of one frame.

You laud Mr. Eden 
for “ standing firm by the Covenant, yet you 
seem, with him, content to disregard that 
clause in the Covenant which provides for the 
peacful revision of treaties. While it was 
quite evident during the last few years that 
many treaties needed revision, and first among 
them the Treaty of Versailles, if they were not 
to be forcibly rejected by certain of their 
signatories, the British Government stood 
firm '-—in the mud. 

In the present situation there are still 
several things which might be done. First 
among them would be to treat Germany really 
as an equal among nations and not as an 
erring child. Most of Hitler’s popularity with 
the German people is due not to any 
miraculous settling of internal problems, but 
to the plain justice of Germany's case which 
he so ably shouts to the world. Asa skilled 
demagogue he has played® admirably with 
German foreign policy (always brought to 
the fore on the eve of an election), and owes 
a vast amount of his popularity to his 
strident stressing of the wrongs done to the 
German people from without. He would 
never have come to power in the first instance 
were it not for the blind uncompromising 
attitude of the Allies after the War. Even a 
few “weeks ago the ground could have been 
cut from under his feet by a voluntary de- 
militarisation of a certain zone in France and 
Belgium. If it were done even now it would 
successfully prick the .bubble of Hitler's 
bombast. But the stopgap Nationalist 
Government in France are aiming to protect 
their seats in Parliament and their financial 
backers, rather than the lives of France's 
youth. For all their cries of “ no surrender,” 
the nation is far from being unanimously 
behind them. To the most superficial 
observer of French politics it is obvious that 
the forthcoming elections will bring a definite 
swing to the Left; and a Left-wing Govern- 
ment, while having no love for Hitler and his 
methods, would yet indulge in far fewer un- 
compromising postures and a good deal more 
positive action for peace, by means of mutual 
treaty revision. The French Nationalists 
find themselves in an awkward position; for 
they must refuse the hand of friendship which 
Hitler offers them against their ' common 
enemy,” the Socialists and Communists, and 
yet they must rival Hitler in vociferous con- 
demnations of these last as “ enemies of their 
country.” As it is with the French 
Nationalist Government, so it is with the 
British; for we find a reference im your 
London Letter to a project for a reconsidera- 
tion of the position of the “ German” 
colonies. This is an honest attempt at re. 
vision before disaster; yet, to our amazement 
(with our simple faith in your previous refer-

ences to Labour’s uncompromising clamouring 


against Germany), we find that Labour is 
expected to give the project its warm support, 
while the Government are going to find it 
“awkward ”! 

I suggest, most respectfully, Mr. Editor, 
firstly, that vour treatment of Labour in 
general Jacks that impartial note which one 
likes to find in a paper which 1s not officially 
allied to any one class or party; and, secondly, 
that your French ‘‘ news ” would be of a more 
reliable and less sensational kind, if you were 
to take it from a wider range of the French 
Press. The hysteria of Kerillis in the 
Echo de Paris, the ineptitudes of Nautel 
in the Journal, the ravings of Bailby in the 
Jour, the reactionary views of the /ntran- 
sigeant, and the thunderings of the armament 
Press (Matin, Temps and Journal dea Débats) 
are not, fortunately, taken very seriously by

AFTER 52 YEARS’ SERVICE 


One of the best known railway officials in 
Ireland, Mr. Stephen Houlihan, the respected 
and popular Stationmaster at Kingsbridge, 
Dublin, retired from the service of the Great 
Southern Railways Co. yesterday. He entered 
the railway service as a junior clerk at the 
age of 16 years m 1884 at Ennnis under the 
old Waterford and Limerick system. Eleven 
years later, on the extension of the line to 
Sligo, he was appointed first étationinaster at 
Tubbercurry. Subsequently, he served as 
stationmaster at Cahir and in his native town 
of Ennis. From Ennis he was promoted to 
Clopmel, and from there he was transferred 
in 1918 to Kingsbridge, where he has been 
stationed ever since. Now in his 68th year, 
Mr. Houlihan has been 52 years in the rail- 
way service, and has a son and daughter in 
the railway service also. He enjoys good 
health, but at his age found the increasing 
railway traffic too great a responsibility. 
After the amalgamation of 1924 and the re- 
organisation of 1925 Mr. Houlihan was 
offered the position of District Superinten- 
dent, but declined for family reasons. He 
retires with the good wishes of every rail- 
wayman with whom he has come into con- 
tact.

NOVEL CONDITIONS OF 
COMPETITION

UCH interest is being shown in musi- 
Mi cal circles in the new competition to 

honour the great Irish composer, Sir 
Charles Villiers Stanford, which is being in- 
cluded in this year’s Feis Ceoil. Stanford 
was born in Herbert street, Dublin, and 
acquired his first knowledge of music in 
Dublin’s schools. His Irish descent gave to 
his music a strong individuality, which is 
evident not only in his arrangements of Irish 
songs, but in his work as a collector of Irish 
airs, and in his Irish symphony and rhap- 
sodies and opera. It was the Celtic strain, 
too, that inspired him to such poetical and 
romantic settings of legendary lore as. are 
found in songs like “La Belle Dame éans 
merci’’ and ' The Voyage of Maeldune.”’ 
But his gifts went far beyond this, and .he 
had a rare mastery of ail the resources of 
orchestra and voice. His wonderful grasp of 
composition, the thoroughness of his work- 
manship, and his extraordinary versatility 
allowed him to adopt saccedatatly styles far 
removed from one another. Thus in works 
like his Stabat Mater and Te Deum he 
showed close affinity to the eighteenth cen- 
tury Italian composers, while many of his 
instrumental works are in the classical idiom 
of Germany. Yet another style is reflected 
in his works like Songs of the Sea and his 
opera, '' Much ado about Nothing.” 


CHALLENGE CUP AND MEDAL | 


It was the knowledge of the great work 
that he had done that inspired some members 
of the Ladies’ Committee of the Feis Ceoil 
to put forward the proposal for honouring 
Stanford by providing for the annual festival 
a memorial medal During the last few 
months this committee has raised funds, as a 
result of which the Stanford prize, for com- 
petition at this year’s Feis Ceoil and future 
lestivals, will take the form of the Stanford 
Challenge Cup and Stanford Memorial Medal. 
The cup is a very beautiful replica of the 
famous Ardagh Chalice, and will be held each 
year by the winner of the competition. The 
medal is in silver about three inches in 
diameter. and is a work of real art. The 
obverse of the medal shows Stanford in his 
prime, a striking portrait. in profile and bas 
relief. while the reverse side contains the 
inscription: “Be thou gracions to my 
country and to me, who sing of my country,” 
which is a very beautiful translation of 
Stanford’s inscription in Latin to his Irish 
Symphony, Opus 28. 


IRISH SYMPHONY 


This Irish Symphony, it is worth noting. 
was first performed in Berlin in 1887. mainly 
through the good offices of two Germans. 
Richter and Von Bulow. The inscription is 
surrounded by a beautiful wreath of arbutus. 
which thus offers a reminder of Stanford's 
lovely song. “ My Love’s an Arbutus.” The 
peculiar quality of the arbutus, in that flower 
and fruit come together, is brought out in 
delicate artistry, which is rather surprising, 
until one learns that for some years Madame 
Cosiett Heller studied art at the feet of 
Ruskin. 

The conditions of the Stanford competition 
are rather novel. The intention is to present 
the prize this year for the best interpreta- 
tion of any two of Stanford’s songs. Next 
year, and in succeeding years, the prize will 
be given for the best rendering of his com- 
positions in other branches of music—strings 
one year, pianoforte another, organ another, 
choirs another, etc.—so that there may be 
a rota of four or five years before any 
particular competition is repeated. 

The subscription list for the memorial prize 
is not yet closed, so that there is still time 
for those who would like to be associated 
with this tribute to a great Irish composer to 
send along their subscriptions. ,

letter to the Civil Service Clerical Associa- 
tion, in which he makes certain further con- 
cessions to serving members of the clerical 
grade of the Civil Service’ in the matter of 
promotion to the junior executive grade.

Sir Cecil Hanbury (Conservative) in 
the House of Commons yesterday asked 
the Secretary of the Treasury whether he 
was aware that small boxes of shamrocks 
sent by post from Ireland were taxed 6d.

CAUSE OF RUSH TO 
ENGLAND

Resuming the debate in the Dail yester- 
day on the estimate íor Agriculture, Mr. 
P. BELTON (Ind., Dublin) said that the 
Minister in boasting about a market for 
almost all the surplus in agriculture had for- 
gotten about the decline m production during 
the last few years. The song, “‘ The Legion 
oi; the Lost,” accurately depicted the state 
of agriculture under the Minister's régime. 
He had received a letter from the Minister's 
own constituency saying that there were not 
enough young cattle, yet the Minister was 
going to tax the peopie in order to slaughter 
the calves. The Minister, he said, had not 
thought it worth his while to dwell on the 
livestock trade into which millions of the 
taxpayers’ money had been pumped for the 
last thirty years in an effort to improve the 
breed. Growing wheat year after year on 
the same land was robbing the soil of its 
fertility, and that would not be tolerated in 
any country. If wheat could take the place 
of livestock for export he would like to know 
to what country they were going to export 
it. 


A DOSE OF PROTECTION 
Speaking of levier, Mr. BELTON asked 


why a butcher shou'd be called upon to pay 
for the slaughter of animals. The Minister 
wanted to convey to the House that he had 
done something wonderful, because he had 
reduced the monstrous imposition by half. 
The Minister oucht, with apologies to the 
House and to the country. abolish those 
levies altogether. When the Minister brought 
in his Seeds Bill he should have followed it 
up in a scientific way The seeds used here 
were in the mair imported. What would 
he the position of their sugar factories if a 
European war broke out and we could not 
get beet seeds? 

He was afraid that from the surfeit of high 
tariffs that the people would get such a dose 
of protection that they would have the 
country clamouring wildly for free trade 
in a few years. 

Mr. É. DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) 
said that it was rather strange, in view of 
the statements of the Opposition, that the 
rates are going down in severa] parts of the 
country. The dispute between England and 
the Free State was an international! conflict, 
and the members of the Opposition would be 
serving their country much better if they 
stood by the Government at the moment 
instead of perpetually criticising its every 
action. : 


INCREASE IN SALARIES 


Professor’ J. M. O'SULLIVAN (U.L., 
Kerry) said that the Minister had expressed 
his hope that the value cf their agricultural 
output would be increased by £108,000 a 
vear as a result of his policy, but had he 
referred to the ‘£11,000,000 which the Fianna 
Fail Government had thrown away as a 
gesture? He admitted that the £100,000 
would be received joyfully by those who ex- 
pected nothing from the present Minister for 
Agriculture. The Minister in his opening 
statement had not referred to the fact that 
there had been a tremendous increase in 
salaries in his department. In 1931-32 the 
sum spent on wages and salaries was 
£117,000, and in 1955-36 it was £161,000 and 
in 1936-37 £180,000. At the time of the 
increase in wages and salaries the value of 
their exports of agricultural produce had 
dropped by 11 or 12 millions net. 


What was the agricultural policy of the 
Government as a whole! It was simply one 
of destruction. The Minister seemed to 
think that they could raise the price of 
cattle by having fewe. of them, so that their 
progeny could slaughtered. 


THE ECONOMIC WAR 


Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT (Ind., Ros- 
common) hy pigeon the amendment, because 
he believed that people’s thoughts should be 
turned from the economic war, and that it 
should be ended as ba as possible, The 
most useful thing that the Minister could du 
was to impress upon his colleagues that as 
ong as they continued the economic war his 

ment was not getting a fair chance, 

e did not associate himself with all that 
had been said in criticism of the Department, 
and could not accept the picture as painted 
by Deputy Dillon of the position of farmers 
under the present Government, It would be 
difficult to exaggerate the difficulties. of far- 
mers and the sufferings of farm pana se 
but it was not fair to say that these were 
to the Government. 

The real complaint against the agricul- 
tural policy of the Government was the 
economic war. The condition of farming was 
such when the Government came into office 
that experiment was called for, and the Go 
vernment would be iss Go its duty if it 
did not experiment. No doubt, mistakes were

made, and would be made, but the policy ol 
experimenting was a sound one: 


TRADE AGREEMENTS 


By far the greatest Government achieve 
ments in relation to agriculture had been the 
two trade agreements last year and this year. 
There had been a certain amount of sneerin, 
at the trade agreements, and he might say 
that, in the imterests of commonsense, it 
was time that sort of thing should. be 
stopped. The inconsistency of the Govern 
ment in relation to the economic war did not 
begin with the agreements. There were in: 
consistencies, however, on the part of mem 
bers of the Opposition. 

Deputy NORTON in his speech had shown 
that he had been forced by circumstances to 
recognise the appalling condition of the agri- 
enliural labourers in this country. It was 
fortunate that the Labour Party at last had 
become vocal as to the appalling wages being 
paid to agricuitural labourers. 

Mr. R. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, 8.) said 
that Deputy MacDermot had tried to intro- 
duce a new form of patriotism in this coun- 
try, and that was, “Let vour country 
down.”’ 

Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) said that 
it was well known up and ae the country 
that creamery societies had been lending 
money largely to farmers to meet rates and 
annuities. The Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion had refused to lend money to the farmers. 

Mr. HARRIS (F.F., Kildare) said that when 
the Government took over office many farmers 
who were bankrupt tovk advantage of the 
change to say that it had ruined them. The 
no rate campaign did a good deal to make it 
more difficult for the farmer to adapt him- 
self to the new conditions. He was not satis- 
fied that the conditions of the farmers and 
their workers were as good as they should 
be. But they were anxious to give a better 
standard of living to the agricultural com- 
munity, and the present policy was the only 
policy to secure that end. Conditions were 
gradually improving, and the wages were not 
anything so bad as Deputy Norton had 
stated. 

Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour, Kildare) said they 
were not opposing the vote for any political 
purpost. If the Minister would say he would 
take steps to protect the agricultural 
labourers. and would explain these steps, they 
would withdraw the motion. 


TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE 

Dr. R. J. ROWLETTE (Ind., Trinity 
College. Dublin) said that it was regrettable 
that they had no little information from the 
Minister about the protection of the popula- 
tion against the conveyance of tuberculosis. 
The House should be given an opportunity 
to judge whether the Minister’s policy in 
regard to tuberculosis in cattle was satisfac- 
tory or not. It might be suggested that 
bringing attention to the matter would cause 
alarm, but a cause of alarm had been given 
by the Minister, who had stated that the 
problem was so large that it would take 
many inspectors to deal with the problem. 
Mr. 8. BRODERICK (U.L., Galway) said 
that while in the agricultural estimate the 
amount for salaries of officials had increased 
by about £15,600, the estimate for the con- 
gested districts was down by £1,976. 


THE EMIGRATION 
ENGLAND 


FITZGERALD - KENNEY 
Mayo) said that the fall in agricultural 
wages was a direct result of the policy 
which had been adopted by the Minister for 
Agriculture. 

He trusted that the Labour Party would 
show a very much better, and, therefore, a 
very much more diverse attitude to the Go- 
vernment’s policy han they had been doing 
up to this. Grave as was the fall in agri- 
cultural wages which the Government figures 
showed, he believed that, in fact, the fall 
was much graver. A point, however, which 
had not been raised was the effect of the 
fall in the purchasing power of money owing 
to the rising cost of living. The true value 
of wages was not in the amount received by 
the worker, but what he received for the 
money. And, in consequence of the rise in 
the cost of living, the worker's ability to 
provide the necessaries of life was bein 
severely whittled down. The Fianna Fai 
policy was “ Don’t ex live stock; export 
men and women. ”' ‘he country could not 
do without an import trade which must be 
paid for, or balanced by export. That ex- 
plained the enormous emigaation of young 
men and women from this country to 
England. 

r. 8. MacEOIN (U.I., Longford-West- 
meath) said that while the Minister might 
be doing his best for the farmers, that best 
was not good enough. He knew of a farmer 
who had £600 at the 1932 general election 
and now had not a shilling. 

Mr, HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said 
that in order to try and keep the wolf from 
the door the hard-working farmer was re- 
duced to making a daily clamour for boun- 
ties, while the depletion of farmers’ cattle 
continued owing to the Government's policy. 

Mr. KEATING (U.I., Wexford) sa that: 
the Government's policy had reduced the 
agricultural labourers’ wages in the County

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ITALIAN NATIVE 
TROOPS’ FEAT 
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MARCH OF 200 MILES 
THROUGH DESERT

ASMARA, Tuesday. 


A " VERY important political and mili- 

tary victory is claimed by the 
Italians to-day with the announcement 
that they have completed the occupation 
of the wealthy and fertile Sultanate of 
Aussa, along the north-west border of 
French Somaliland. 

After an arduous 200 miles’ march, the 
Italians surrounded Fort Sardo, the junc- 
tion of several desert trails, and one of 
the many localities possessing a ghebi, or 
palace, where the Sultan Mohaméd of the 
Aussa was accustomed to reside from time 
to time. 

manne Assab-Beilul some weeks ago, 
several Italian native columns accom- 
plished the yery difficult march through 
the Danakil desert, which is broken up 
with abysses, fissures and volcanic rocks, 
and where the temperature rises to 147 
degrees in the sun. 

The columns were often attacked by enemy 
bands, who held up the advance with 
guerilla raids, and at night they had to 
bivouac surrounded by enemy, who sniped 
at them in the darkness. During the last 
terrible forty miles of the march the water 
supply of the troops was exhausted. 


LINKED BY AIR 


The Italian columns were linked 
together, controlled and victualled from 
the air. Twenty-five machines were 
assigned to this dangerous job, and it is 
claimed that they made ninety-seven risky 
landings on unknown ground without the 
loss of a single ‘plane. 

The ‘planes were sometimes called upon 
to machine-gun and disperse enemy troops, 
including desert cavalry which were 
threatening the Italian columns. 

Most of the country was desert land, 
absolutely destitute of water and other 
resources and inhabited by desert nomads, 
who owe only a nominal allegiance to 
Ethiopia, but regard all strangers as fair 
prey. 

The Italians claim that the population 
of the whole district has joyfully wel- 
comed the Italian invasion, and, in view 
of the reports emanating from Djibuti 
since the beginning of the campaign that 


the Sultan of Aussa has been hesitating | 


and unable to make up his mind whether 
to support the Abyssinian or the Italian 
cause, it is thought that he may now defi- 
nitely decide to range himself on the side 
of Italy.

NOT BOMBED 
ROME, Tuesday. 


It is officially denied that the French 
Mission at Harar was bombed by Italians 
in the recent air attack, and it is stated 
that the British Red Cross station was at 
least half-a-mile away.

NEW UNION'S STATUTE 


—_ 


A new Statute made by the Senate of the 
National University of Ireland on March 12th 
last, was laid on the table of the Oireachtas 


the constitution of a 

Union, to be called 
initio Nationalta Universitatie (U.N.U.), 
having for its objects the cultural and 
recreative association of its members, who 
shall be members of the University, or any 
constitutent college of the University, or of 
the staffs thereof. 

The governing body of the union shall be 
the Senate, and its government will be 
exercised by the Senate through a Board to 
be known as the Central Board of the Union 
and the Presidents of the three constituent 
colleges. ‘The union will have three centres 
at, or near the constituent colleges, and the 
governing body of each union centre shall be 
established by the governing body of the 
constituent college, and shall consist of the 
President of the college as Chairman, the 
Registrar of the college, the Secretary or 
Bursar, and not less than four members ol 
the Academic Council of the college, and such 
other persons representing the graduates and 
students as the governing body may appoint. 

Grants shall be made óut of the funds of 
the University to a total amount of not less 
than £16,000, and not exceeding £20,000, for 
the purposes of the union, and such capital 
grant shall be allocated amongst the three 
union centres in such shares as the Senate 
shall determine. These grants may be used 
for the provision of lands, buildings an‘ 
equipment, or for the repair of existing build 
ings. The expenses of each centre shall be 
borne out of subscriptions of members, the 
profits of its activities, and such grants or 
other income as it may receive. 

St. Patrick’s College, Maynooth, as a re- 
cognised college of the University, may be 
allocated a sum or sums for cultural purposes 
not exceeding £5 per cent. of the capital 
grants made to the three National University 
union centres.

A SEIZED SHIP 


TROUBLE AT DONEGAL 
PORT

From Our CORRESPUNDENT, 
LIFF ORD, Tuesday. 


The minutes of the Viers. Committee sub- 
mitted to Dénegal County Council to-day 
stated that the Committee had reviewed recent 
happenings at Burtonport Pier. The Council s 
solicitor, Mr. V. P. MeMullin, had stated 
that Mr. Patrick Gallagher, manager, Temple- 
crone Co-operative Society, Ltd., had refused 
to pay any dues in respect of a cargo of 
artineral mavure landed by him from a motor 
vessel registere4 at Holland. On the solicitors 
instructions, the Harbour Master had seized 
six tons of the cargo, ahd approximately one 


Hatbour Master seized the vessel; but the 
captain cut the hawser and absconded, The 
Committee considered the seizure was in- 
adequate to cover expenses, and decided to 
instruct, the Harbour Master to seize an 
additional fonrteen tons and to mstruct the 
Gardai to guard the seizure... The secretary 
was authorised to have the seizure brought 
to Letterkenny and sold by the local 
auctioneer. The Committee further recom- 
mended that the solicitor take every possible 
means to have the absconding vessel arrested 
and that proceedings be mstituted for trespass 
on the pier. 

It was decided at a later meeting of the 
Piers Committee to authorise the sohcitor to 
take all necessary steps for the recovery of 
dues on goods discharged from vessels at 
Burtonport Pier for Jemplemore Co-operative 
Seriety as from March }1. 

When the matter came before the County 
Council to-day the Seeretary read a letter 


trom Mr. P. Gallagher, manager, Co-operative ' 


Society, stating that he had never refused 
to pay dues on any ship landed at the 
Council’s pier, not even in troubled times. 
When the British military authorities 
blockaded North-West Donegal by sea and 
rail this society risked their all and ran the 
blockade, and got the necessary goods in and 
out for West Donegal, and pair harbour dues 
on every cargo landed. He complained oi 
the condition of the pier, 

The society, he stated, had 600 barrels of 
cured herrings on the pier, and if the Council 
put a Red Cross on all of them he did not 
mind. 

Mr. J. F. O'Donnell, Harbour Master, 
wrote that the cutting of the hawser was 
a very high handed action for foreigners in 
a Free State port. Mr. Gallagher had 
decided to pay the amount of dues and 
wharfage. 

Major Miles, T.D., said that the ship defied 
the laws of the land, and asked should that 
go unpunished. A Dutchman came in and 
did what he liked and walked away. 

Mr. MeMaullin, the Council's solicitor, said 
that the facts were being placed before the 
Attorney-General. The ppearance of the

A letter 
sent by King George to the commanding 
officer of the Grenadier Guards orders that 
no honours or salutes to which the Prince 
of Wales was entitled should be rendered 
by the battalion in which he was serving, 
or by any brigade to which his battalion 
might belong. It was the late King’s wish 
that the Prince should be treated exactly 
as any other officer of the battalion.

Bona Fide Travellers

Reports received in Paris concerning 
the contents of the German reply con- 
tinue to be contradictory, says Reuter.

In- 
formation- gleaned on the spot, however, 
it is stated in Paris, points to much 
larger detachments, at least at; Trier, if 
the Greet. Police are taken into account. 


GOOD-WILL PROOF 


The memorandum rejects any idea of 
the occupation of the Rhine zone by an 
international force ; but, as a proof of the 
good-will of the German Government, .1t 
is believed that it declares that the con- 
struction of fortifications is not a ques- 
tion of immediate urgency, and will not 
be raised during the period of the 
negotiations. This statement does not 
refer to field fortifications which are now 
being built. 

The constructive part of the memo- 
randum dealing with the peace proposals, 
it is understood, reproduces offers of bi- 
lateral pacts of mnon-aggression, and 
rejects the principle of collective 
security. 

No information is forthcoming concern- 
ing Germany's attitude to the League. 

It is apparent that the pro-German 
sympathies of certain sections of the 
British Press have aroused misgivings in 
France. They are the subject of violent 
attacks in the French Press.

BIG DROP IN RESERVE

ROME, Tuesday. 


Italy’s gold reserve on December lst 
last amounted to 3,027,200,000 lire (about 
£48.800.000 at current rates), the 
Governor of the Bank of Italy, Signor 
Azzolini, stated to-day at the annua! meet- 
ing of the bank. 

This represents a drop olf 
£14.700.000 since last October, when a 
statement of the bank gave the gold 
reserve as 3,936,400,000 lire. Since October 
the issue of statements has been sus- 
pended. 

It was explained that the figure of the 
bank’s reserve did not include the gold 
given to the State by Italian citizens or 
the foreign securities which Italians had 
been obliged by law to hand over. The 
sums obtained under these two heads 
would form ‘‘a strong special reserve, 
which remains at the exclusive disposal of 
the State for use in the interests of the 
nation in any future emergency.’’

AN ASTONISHING 
SURPLUS

In an ediforial article The Times 
observes to-day :—The financial year 1935- 
36 closed yesterday with a real surplus of 
£15,407,926. That is the figure which 
represents the true result of the year, 
though it is technically reduced to 
£2,941,702 by the application of about 
£12,000,000 to the repayment of debt. But 
there will be little recrimination which- 
ever of the two figures is employed for 
recording purposes. The general feeling 
will be one of astonishment at the ex- 
traordinarily favourable character of the 
years results, for the estimates of ex- 
penditure have been completely upset. 
Mr. Chamberlain, in opening his Budget 
last year, stated: “‘ We are framing our 
requirements to-day at a time of fresh 
anxiety in Europe.. We must recognise 
that our further progress may be power- 
fully effected by events over which we 
have little control.” This warning has 
been all too fully justified. It has been 
found necessary to present to Parlia- 
ment supplementary estimates totalling 
£29,750,000 net. About £13,000,000 extra 
has been required for the defence Services, 
mainly in consequence of the Italian 
adventure in Abyssinia, which has caused 
another of those fresh anxieties antici- 
pated by Mr. Chamberlain. These unfore- 
seen calls upon the Exchequer have pre- 
vented the year 1935-36 from being one of 
exceptional promise for the taxpayer, and 
it is fortunate, indeed, that the yield of 
taxation has prevented disappointment 
from degenerating into dismay. 

The estimates of revenue have been ex- 
ceeded under nearly every head. The 
yield of Customs and Excise has more than 
fulfilled Mr. Chamberlain’s prediction that 
it would respond to the general expansion 
of trade. Tt becomes increasingly clear 
that the original and hotly challenged 
object of British tariffs is being attained. 
They were intended to combine a measure 
of protection with a useful contribution to 
the Revenue, and they were not to raise 
prices detrimentally to the poorer con- 
sumers. They have fulfilled all these 
apparently contradictory purposes. The 
Customs revenue alone has risen by about 
£80 000,000 since 1930-31, and no one can 
pretend that this sum has been wholly, or 
even mainly, provided by increased charges 
to British consumers. Without this assist- 
ance Budgets could not have been 
balanced, British credit could not have 
been restored, and the sacrifices imposed 
upon all classes of the community in 1931 
could not have been abolished or lightened 
as they have been in every case, except 
that of the sur-taxpayer. 

It is even more clear than last year, adds 
The Times, that Budgetary tension cannot 
be relaxed without the appeasement of 
Europe, and that even if appeasement 
begins a very large expenditure by this 
country on its own defences will be neces- 
sary if it is to play its part in preserving 
better international relationships. There 
is no use in denying that the scale of 
national expenditure for some time to 
come must be higher than was anticipated 
before the present anxieties arose, and 
that for the time being attention must be 
concentrated upon obtaining full value for 
money, upon efforts to prevent anxiety 
from deepening into despondency, and 
g En including in the defence programme 
all such measures as may also Tea to the 
permanent betterment of the conditions 
and of the health of the people.

The Government supporters said 
that in regard to agriculture every day 
in every way we were getting better and 
better; and the Opposition replied that 
every day in every way we were getting 
worse and worse. The words actually are 
those of Deputy MacDermot ; but I could 
have easily thought of them myself. 
After questions, Deputy Belton resumed 
what was to finish as a three-hour speech, 
and he put a number of hard ones to Dr. 
Ryan. He began in his most familiar 
style—a little ingenuous, but talking 
sound common-sense—and he pictured 
the wheat policy as “ Bill Sykes holding 
up a revolver to the accumulated fertility 
i the land handed down to us from 
previous generations.” It seems that con- 
tinued wheat crops take the “heart '' 
out of the soil. This was point one. 
Then Deputy Belton discussed plant- 
breeding, showing that we got. the greater 
rt of our supplies from abroad. He 
admitted that the question was '“ too 
heavy and too dry for platforms,” but 
maintained that it was “ the wenn’ 
of agriculture.” What would happen if 
our plant imports were cut off? Point 
two. ‘‘A couple of counties of Leinster 
would feed the whole country. What will 
we do with the remaining land?”’ 
Point three. Barley, corn and oats only 
are in Iimited demand as food for human 
beings; and they are worth their price 
only if they feed wealth-producing 
animals. We are reducing our animal 
population, so what is to be done with 
the barley, corn and oats? Point four. 
Deputy Belton finished off with the general 
statements that if you want to have more 
tillage you must have more live-stock, 


and that 80 per cent. of the product of 


tillage must be fed to farm animals. 
INFORMATION WANTED 


Now here were a number of direct, 
simple questions, wrapped up in no pro- 
vocative national issues. Perhaps, Deputy 
Belton’s knowledge of agricultural techni- 
calities was more than nil, nil, or less 
than nil; but it would be of real interest 
to hear the views of experts on the other 
side. There is little doubt about the 
extent of my agricultural knowledge ; and 
I, for one, did want to know where, if any, 
were the fallacies in Deputy Belton’s argu- 
ment. 

Deputy Donnelly rose for the Govern- 
ment. At the end of half-an-hour of 
Deputy Donnelly there was no denying the 
fact that he had made an exhaustive 
examination of Deputy Belton, of the 
activities of the bailiffs in rural areas, of 
the failings of the Opposition Party, of 
the duties of a proper Opposition Party, 
and of the past election triumphs of 
Fianna Fail. Three times he came within 
a donkey's roar—vulgar, but descriptive 
—of the estimate. Once, when he said 
that the farmers’ hunger for land at the 
moment was intense; once when he said 
that the rates were going down ; and once 
when he said that although Deputy 
Cosgrave had condemned the Government's 
agricultural policy, Deputy Cosgrave had 
won a prize with his champion bull at 
Ballsbridge. The first assertion was ruled 
out when Deputy MacDermot asked him 
if the hunger for land was not an eternal 
appetite of the Irish farmer, and Deputy 
Donnelly replied that it was. The second 
was denied, and, rightly, by a dozen 
deputies ; and the third was never much 
good anyway. The condition of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s best bull has so little to do with 
the agricultural policy of the present 
administration that Deputy Donnelly 
really made no effort to establish the point 
—an unusual weakness in Deputy 
Donnelly. 


INCREASED SALARIES 


This period, however, was the only one 
in the course of the session when the 
House seemed even superficially conscious ; 
and everyone laughed heartily when 
Deputy Donnelly. after conclusions with 
the Chair, said: “ It’s near time I got 
started on the estimate.’’ Professor 
O’Sullivan, after him, did make a power- 
ful, convincing speech ; but unfortunately 
there were few members present to hear 
him. Professor O'Sullivan pretty well 
disposed of Deputy Donnelly’s cheerful and 
irrelevant conversation, whilst admitting 
that Deputy Donnelly could not possibly 
have spoken a word in defence of the 
estimate. He asked 
possible return we 
the fifty per cent. increase in  sub- 
head A of the estimate listed as 
salaries; and then made the _ enter- 
taining assertion that Dr. Ryan intended 
to increase the price of cattle by making 
cattle unique in the Irish Free State. 
The farmers, however, did not laugh un- 
duly loud or long at the thought of buy- 
ing coWs as curios.

THE INDEPENDENT VIEW 


At the end of this active period Deputy 
MacDermot expressed one of those 
opinions of his which irritate Fianna Fail 
and Fine Gael alike, although inevitably 
they come as a breath of reason into a fog 
of political stratagems. Independent 
members, however, find it easier to be 
reasonable than deputies who must keep a 
weather eye lifting for their party whip. 
Deputy MacDermot said that there was 
really nothing to choose between the 
agricultural policies of Fianna Fail and 
Fine Gael, except for the fact that Fianna 
Fail wished to continue the economic war 
and Fine Gael to end it. He actually had 
some admiration for |the energies and 
capabilities of Dr. Ryan. (The Opposition 
think Dr. Ryan means well, but he merely 
makes a mess of everything he touches. ) 
While the economic war was in progress, 
the Department of Agriculture had not a 
ghost of a chance. The economic war 
must be stopped. 

For the resi of the session the back 
benchers on both sides compared their 
views on farming. and it was more tedious 
than words can tell. Shortly after 10 
p.m. Deputy Hazlett, in his slow, sad 
North of Ireland accent, said he was not 
wed to the Ulster pig—and that is unfair 
to Deputy Hazlett, for he made an 
utterly sincere, hard-work speech about 
the pig trade. The pig trade, though, is a 
rather recherché subject.

T one o'clock this morning (8 p.m., 
Tuesday, in New York) when the 
world awaited the news of Bruno Haupt- 
mann’s execution for the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby, there flashed over the 
Transatlantic cables the cryptic message: 
‘* Hauptmann execution delayed for 
forty-eight hours.’’ 

The decision to postpone the execution 
must have been made virtually at the last 
minute, for the execution had been fixed 
for 8 p.m. 

An earlier message from Trenton, New 
Jersey, had stated: 

‘The Grand Jury is still considering 
whether to indict Paul H. Wendel on a 
charge of murder of the Lindbergh baby. 
It is likely that the execution of Haupt- 
mann will be put off to a later hour to- 
night if the jury has not completed its 
deliberations by 8 p.m. The warden of 
the ‘death house’ has stated that if 
Wendel were indicted he would postpone 
the execution of Hauptmann until later 
this week.’’ 

Mr. Lloyd Fisher and Mr. Pope yester- 
day made a frantic rush to the veteran 
Justice Trenchard, who presided at the 
trial, and implored him to grant a stay 
of execution and permit gies yg of 
the latest developments, including the 
‘““confession’’ of Wendel, the Trenton 
lawyer, who is in jail on a charge of 
murder. Denying a stay of execution, 
Justice Trenchard declared that the papers 
in the Wendel case did not justify any 
arrest of execution. 

““ Tt seems pretty plain,’’ he said, “ that 
the Wendel confession is incredible on the 
face of it, out of harmony with the known 
facts of the case, and without the slightest 
corroboration in respect of matters which 
could be easily corroborated.’’

The Chairman (Mr. P. Sheehy, 
solicitor), said that when one thought of 
the personal attributes of the late 
Admiral and the hideous deed that ended 
his life, the awful confusion and muddle 
of Irish politics were revealed in a bane- 
ful glow. They saw the tragic miscon- 
ceptions that were the background of 
assassinations of that kind. 

Surely some vile poison must have per- 

meated ovr Irish life, he said, when not 
only the right of a free man, but the very 
right to live, was denied the late Admiral, 
and the cause of Irish liberty allied to 
methods of primitive barbarism. Can we 
save ourselves and our country from the 
vilest of all tyrannies, the tyranny of 
uncontrolled firearms? Only resolute 
people can break such fetters on individual 
freedom and restore us to the fullness of 
Irish citizenship. 
_ The spontaneous outburst of horror and 
indignation that the crime had evoked 
might help to raise the barrier of human 
resistance to such outrages.

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The Northern Ireland Exchequer return 
for the fifteenth year in succession shows 
a surplus. 

The financial year ended yesterday after- 
noon, and the return discloses a credit 
balance of £5,598. 

The surplus last year was £8,247, and in 
1934 £19,425. 

The total revenue at £10,957,870 shows 
an increase of £935,012 as compared with 
the previous year, and the expenditure at 
£10,952,272 is higher by £935,661. The 
residuary share of reserved taxes in the 
year was £6,451,000, as against £6,346,000, 
this being an increase of £105,000. Estate 
duties increased by £252,000, and stamp 
duties by £14,000. Excise duties, on the 
other hand, dropped by £2,000, but motor 
duties, despite the 124 per cent. reduction 
in the horse-power tax, increased by 
£48,512.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his 
Budget speech in April last, forecasted the 
revenue for the year at £734,470,000 and 
expenditure at £733,970,000, with an 
estimated ‘surplus of £500,000. “ No pro 
vision was made in these figures for pay-. 
ment of the statutory sinking funds, and 
authority was given in the Finance Act to 
borrow for these payments. 

The accounts for the vear show that 
revenue has exceeded the Budget estimate 
by £18,450,144, a total of £752,920,144 
having been realised, while expenditure at 
£749.979 442‘ is £16,009,442 more than the 


estimate. The realised surplus is, there- 


fore, £2,940,702. 


The authority to borrow for the sinking 
funds has not been exercised, and .the 
figure for expenditure includes the 123 
million pounds paid by means of sinking 
funds for redemption of debt, so that the 
revenue of the year has exceeded the ex- 
penditure of the year—other than that for 
debt redemption—by nearly 53 million 
pounds.

His love of his Emperor and his country Is 
evident in his smallest actions: he shows it 
in some little way every day of his life. and, 
judging by what I have seen of him at close 
quarters, he considers life itself a mere 
secondary consideration where the sacredness 
of his country is concerned. Yet there is 
ao fanaticism attached to him.

Mr Lamb said that only a small percent- 
age of the fruit grown in the Free State 
was used in jam manufacture here. In 1934 
the percentage of strawberries was only 1.6, 
and in 1935 it was not more than 5 per cent. 
The. percentage of blackcurrants used in 
1934 was 29.5, or approximately 79; tons, 
while in 1955-36 the figure was approximately 
724 tons. In 1934 the percentage of damsons 
used was 60.0, while in 1935-36 it was only 
about 20.0 per cent. 

As regegds blackberries, the witness said 
that the ‘Trish people seemed to care very 
little for blackberry jam. ‘There had been an

export trade before the economic war, but 


it had virtually ceased. Marketing of frait 
was prejudiced through bad or unattractive 
packing. Those who were growing fruit re- 
uired the constant advice of the manu- 
actcrers if good quality produce was to be 
grown. 


The methods of marketing generally left a 
good deal to be desired, and he was surprised 
that farmers had not made greater efforts to 
supply the demand. Except for three growers 
who had come from Northern Ireland, there 
seemed to have been no move at all made to 
respond to the growing of fruit. The manu- 
facturers had done all they could. 

The jam manufacturers had given the pro- 
ducers prices in excess of the world competi- 
tive prices, but notwithstanding that, certain 
persons had been writing to the newspapers, 
and had given evidence before the Tribunal. 
through which the public must have been led 
to believe that the growers had been treated 
badly. On the contrary, the growers haid 
been pampered by receiving prices in excess 
of the market value of their fruit. 

Mr. P. J. Kavanagh, of Messrs. Kavanagh 
and Sons, told the Tribunal that the average 
pot of jam contained 65 per cent. of sugar 
and the remainder of fruit. No other ~ 
stance whatsoever was used. 

The Chairman (Mr. H. O’Friel, barrister- 
at-law)—Se that a pot of jam is fruit and 
sugar '/—Yes. 

The Chairman said that they often heard 
that, in addition to sugar and fruit, there 
were other substances in jam. 

Mr, Lamb said that was the sort of 
publicity that was put about and against 
which they protested. 

Mr. Lamb added that several of the jam 
manufacturers in the Association had to 
undertake the growing of fruit themselves. 

Mr. J. J. Holloway, of Messrs. Holloway 
and Sons, also gave evidence. 

Mr. N. P. McEvoy, manager, Messrs. 
Connolly and Shaw, Ltd. (lreland), fruit 
brokers, in evidence, said that the fruit trade 
had not received the encouragement or shared 
in the general expansion in connection with 
the develapment of industry in the Free State.

Such 
a procedure would not be tolerated for an 
instant in the country to-day, and, to say the 
least of it, such allegations as these coming 
from Italy at the present time, while mass 
murder from the skies is officially described 
as a civilising influence, rankles very deeply 
in the souls of the men who are fighting 
to the death for their mud and wattle 
and their families.”
